SOCIiJ.  COi^ITIONS  OF  QEEJVP^ 

Tho  Ur-oan  District  of  Droadstairs  and  St,  Peter’s  is  situated 
on  the  extreme  easterly  coast  of  the  Isle  of  Thaiiet,  and  is  hounded 
hy  the  North  Sea  and  English  Channel.  It  is  sited  on  an  upthrust 
of  chalk  Ydiich,  besides  giving  a hir^  altitude  and  good  drainage, 
gives  the  toY.Ti  the  advantages  of  seven  bays  sheltered  by  clrnlk 
cliffs,  all  facing  east  and  south-east.  This  geographical  position 
ensures  a bracing  climate  of  great  benefit  to  visitors  and  residents 
alike. 

The  basic  industry  is  catering  for  the  needs  of  the  large  nurfoer 
of  holidaymakers,  "which  during  the  summer  doubles  the  population  of  ■ 
the  tovTi,  During  the  past  fe"w  years,  a considerable  expansion  has 
talcen  place  of  the  light  industries  sited  in  an  industrial  area  at 
Westvrood,  behind  the  tovra.,  ihis  has  resulted  in  stable  eiaployment 
for  a greater  number  of  the  tov/ns  ’ residents,  both  inale  and  female. 

As  11  be  seen  from  the  '’igures  given  in  the  housing  section  of 
tliis  report,  there  has  been  a steady  increase  in  the  nunber  of  houses 
bu:  .t.  Since  the  electrification  of  the  rall"way  line  to  London,  more 
and  mere  proplo  are  iTio"vlng  into  the  tovm  from  the  London  area  and 
travelling  daily  to'  their  work.  In  addition,  many  people  are  also 
finding  Droadstairs  a pleasant  anjd  healthy  toY/n  in  viiich  to  settle 
after  retire ment , 

Social  Welfare ; Elderly  People 

Throughout  the  year  "the  needs  of  the  old  people  continued  to 
receive  at’cention,  and  whilst  much  good  work  is  done  by  the  County 
Council’s  District  Officers,  Home  Nurses,  Health  Visitors  and 
Do’mestic  Helpers,  the  voluntary  organisations  malce  a valuable 
contribution  towards  the  social  welfare  of  the  old  people  in  the 
tovm. 

Tlie  me"mbers  of  the  Droadstairs  Branch  of  "the  Old  Age  Pensioners’ 
Eederation  and  of  the  'Over  80’  Club,  together  vrith  the  W.V.S., 
continued  to  operate  their  ’silent  service’  by  visiting  the  aged 
sick,  disabled  and  needy.  Socials,  v^hist  drives,  concerts,  lectures, 
outings,  etc.,  are  arranged  and  are  well  s'upported  by  tho  members 
o"?  vhe  tv:o  clubs.  Sessions  are  also  arranged  for  those  interested 
in  the  arts  and  handicrafts,  as  and  "v^en  the  need  arises. 

Social  Welfare^  'The  Dp^f  and  Hard  of  I-Iearing 

Tho  good  wor-c  of  the  marigold  Club  v;as  continued  during  1962  by 
th.o  Droadstairs  and  St  Peter’s  Branch  of  the  W.V.S,  People  of  all 
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ages  are  welcomed  aid  catered  for  at  this  club,  and  by  meeting  each 
other  at  these  weekly  sessions,  new  interests  and  friendships  are 
croated  both  for  the  old  and  the  young  vjhb,  in  the  ordinary  my,  have 
a greater  loneliness  in  life  because  of  their  deafness.

Laboratory  Fac ill tics 

Bacteriological,  pathological  and.  biological  eicai'iiiiiati ons  were 
carried  out  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Preston  Hall,  British 
Legion  Village,  llaidstone,  (Telephone  - Ilaidstono  7239),  The 
Laboratory  is  under  the  direction  of  Dr,  A,  L,  Fumiss. 

The  cheLiical  examinations  were  carried  out  as  hitherto  by  the 
County  .Inalyst  at  the  County  Laboratory,  County  Hall,  Haidstono, 

(Telephone  - llaidstone  4321), 

General  practitioners  in  the  town  submit  their  specimens  for 
exai'-iination  to  the  Pathological  Laboratory  at  liargate  General  Hospital, 

Tliis  laboratory  is  under  the  direction  of  Dr,.  H,.  Sterndale. 

Ambulance  Fan ili tie  s 

The  Kent  County  Council  is  the  responsible  authority  for  the  provision 
of  an  ambulance  service  throughout  the  county, 

Tlie  Ambulance  Station  at  NorthdoiMn  Road,  St,  Peter ^s  (Telephone  - 
Thanet  61461/2)  covers  the  whole  of  the  Thanet  area-  the  nearest 
neighbouring  stations  (according  to  location  of  requirement)  are  hhit stable, 
Canterbuiy  .and  Deal,  A new  station  vra.s  Under  construction  at  the  end  of 
the  year,  situated  at  Ilaine,  and  is  expected  to  comience  operating  by 
the  summer  of  1963, 

Radio- telephone  equipment  is  installed  at  the  Broad stairs  station, 
enabling  information  to  be  passed  to  and  from  central  control  and  to 
most  of  the  vehicles  in  the  area,  Tliis  makes  possible,  the  quick  diversion 
of  the  ambulances  to  accidents  and  other  emergencies,  and  can  save  life 
and  time.

Done  s tic  He  1 p_  _S e rv_ic 

A Done Stic  Help  Service  is  operated  by  the  Kent  County  Council 
and  is  provided  vrhere  necessary  in  the  case  of  any  person  -who  is  ill, 
lying-in,  an  e^cpectant  mother  or  aged.  The  service  provided  is  lir.Hted 
to  the  performance  of  essential  domestic  help^ 

Elderly  people  retained  in  their  o’vn  familiar  surroundings,  vdth 
a sense  of  being  still  actively  part  of  the  coiixiunit^r,  can  often  fend 
for  themselves  if  given  a littlo  help.  It  is  for  this  reason  .tliat  a 
good  home  nursing  service,  together  vdth  domestic  help  through  a home- 
help  scheane,  can  play  such  an  important  part  in  keeping  the  aged  and 
infirra  out  of  hospital  or  special  accoixiodation. 

The  Area  Qrganiser  has  kindly  supplied  me  vdth  the  follovdng 
information  vdth.  regard  to  the  work  done  in  the  Urban  District  during 
1962:- 

Domestic  Help  Service : 

The  average  number  of  cases  assisted  in  Broadstairs  and  St,  Peter's 
each  vfeck  vra.s  70,  The  work  vra.s  undertaken  by  12  part-time  helpers. 

Family  Caro  Service: 

This  service  covers  cases  whore  a mother  is  admitted  to  hospital, 
etc,,  and  there  are  tvfo  or  more  children  in  the  household.  It  has 
been  found  better  to  retain  the  children  in  thei r ovni  homes  rather 
than  place  them  vdth  foster  parents  or  in  residential  nurseries.  It 
has  also  been  found  more  economical  than  boarding  the  children  out. 

Under  this  service  the  care  of  the  children  is  ensured  from  the  tine 
the  husband  loaves  for  work  until  his  return  home.  During  1962,  four 
cases  of  this  Idnd  were  assisted, 

Fai.dly ■Welfare  Service: 

This  is  a service  to  assist  specified  'problem*  family  cases  and 
is  an  entirely  free  service,  Ho  cases  in  this  category  occurred 
during  1962, 

Special  Se r^ 

(a)  Evening  Service : - Help  is  provided  during  the  evening  hours 

to  ensure  that  those  vdio  are  incapacitated 
have  assistance  to  help  thed  undress,  fill  hot  -water  bottles, 
see  that  the  fire  is  safe  for  the  ni^t,  etc*  these  duties 
take  approxii.ately  half-an-hou'r  to  an  hour  to  perform  each 
evening,  including  Saturdays  and  Sundays,  During  the  year 
three  such  cases  were  supplied  vdth  evening  help. 
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("b)  Night  Service;-  This  service  is  brought  into  operation  in 

cases  of  illness,  ■where  a patient  cannot  bo 
left  alone,  and  is  provided  in  the  first  instance  for  a period 
of  three  weeks  - fron  10.0  p.n,  to  6>0  a.m.  3 cases  of  this 
nature  occurred  during  the  year„ 

(c)  Chiropody ; Since  1960  a Chiropody  Scheme  for  Old  Age  Pensioners 

has  been  operating.  This  sei^/'ice  is  available  for 
men  over  35  years  of  age  and  for  vforaen  over  SO  years  of  age,  and 
may  be  obtained  on  a'pplication  to  the  District  Officer,  Margate,

In  the  develop-ient  of  the  Northdovjn  Estate  the  erection  of  47  small 
bungalows  enabled  the  Council  to  satisfactorily  house  a number  of  old 
people. 

At  the  end  of  the  jroar  construction  had  started  on  a block  of  20 
flatlets,  including  a resident  warden,  for  the  housing  of  old  persons.

Road  and  Hone  Safety  ' 


These  natters  continued  to  be  dealt  with  by  a Sub-CoLiiittee 
consisting  of  nine  nenbers  of  the  Council,  and  .three  co-opted 
nenbers  representing  the  Chanber  of  CoLmerce,  the  Ratepayers’  and 
Residents’  Association  and  the  Townswomen’s  Guilds,  In  addition 
there  were  advisoiy  and  consultative  nenbers  representing  the  Police, 
the  Education  Authority,  RoSPA,  East  Kent  Road  Car  Co.  Ltd.,  the 
local  Hotel  and  Boardirig  Association,  the  Kent  Fire  Brigade,  W.V.S., 
and  the  Old  People’s  Welfare  Connittee,  together  mth  a Health  Visitor, 

The  Sub-CoDTiiittee,  which  had  plenary  powers  provided  it  worked 
within  the  limits  of  the  approved  financial  estimate,  sent  represent- 
atives to  the  ilianet  Tot/ns  Joint  Safety  Council  and  to  the  Kent  and 
Sussex  Accident  Prevention  Federation. 

Poster  campaigns  were  carried  out  at  intervals .and  local 
organisations  were  circularised  about  road  and  home  safety  matters. 

Once  again  satisfactory  progress  v/as  made  with  the  operation  of 
the  Rational  Cy^'llng  Proficiency  Scheme  for  Children.  Training  was 
carried  out  by  and  under  the  supervision  of  the  Council’s  Honorary 
Road  Safety  Officer,  One  volunteer  instructor  again  did  very  good 
vrork  and  another  volunteer  began  training  as  an  instructor.  Of  the 
106  children  •’^^ho  passed  the  test  under  the  above  scheme,  35  obtained 
dbfo  marks  or  more.  Only  8 children  failed  at  the  first  attempt  and 
they  all  passed  at  the  next  attempt.  A copy  of  the  Highvnay  Code  ims 
given  to  each  child  trained  under  the  National  Cycling  Proficiency 
Scheme.  It  is  hoped  that,  by  the  end  of  1963,  every  child  wHo  rides  a 
bicycle  mil  have  been  trained  under  the  scheme  cither  during  the  last 
year  of  attendance  at  a local  primary  school  or  during  the  first  two 
years  of  attendance  at  a local  secondary  or  technical  school.  After 
that,  only  new  entrants  into  the  groups  in  question  mil  require 
training. 


Ml  the  local  cycle  dealers  examined  children’s  cycles  free  of 
cost  and  vdthout  any  obligation  to  carry  out  repairs  found  necessary. 

The  Council  again  gave  financial  support  to  the  R.A,C,/A,C,U, 
Scheme  for  the  training  of  motor-cyclists,  scooter  and  moped-riders 
v/hich  has  been  brought  into  operation  in  Thanet, 
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In  1962  the  annual  Road  and  lione  Safety  Exhibition  -.ms  held  on 
the  first  l''[ednesday  in  August  in  conjunotion  ■'.'dth  the  annual  Horse 
Shov/  and  G-jnildLana  T".hich  is  organised  each  year  by  the  Council.  This 
proved  to  be  a most  successful  change.  About  2,900  people  attended 
the  show  and  many  of  them  visited  the  exhibition  viiich,  as  usual,  was 
excellently  supported  by  the  County  Council,  the  folice,  the  Eire 
Brigade,  RoSPA  and  various  local  organisations.  As  a result  of  the 
e^cperience  gained  the  exliibition  ■■/dll  continue  to  be  staged  in  con- 
junction Tdth  the  shov:. 

The  Water  Safety  Caiupaign  ms  continued,  special  posters  being 
displayed  in  each  bay,  a:.-.ongst  other  places,  and  copies  of  the  Vfater 
Safety  Code  were  on  sale  at  the  Harbour  master’s  office.  Police  Officers 
made  special  reference  to  the  Campaign  i^ien  giving  sa.fety  talks  at 
local  schools. 

Scliools 

The  Kent  County  Council  is  the  Education  Authority  for  the  Urban 
District,  and  they  have  provided  four  new  schools  since  the  war, 
serving  the  needs  of  schoolchildren  from  all  over  Thanet.  Tlie  seven 
schools  in  the  tovm  comprise  two  technical  schools  (boys  and  girls), 
one  County  modern  school  (mixed)  and  four  County  pri;::ary  schools.  The 
needs  of  adults  are  catered  for  at  Ililderstone  House,  an  adult  education 
centre.  There  are  al  so  a nuiubor  of  private  boarding  and  day  schools, 
and  schools  for  delicate  and  handicapped  children.

''Due  partly  to  the  msdom  of  past  generations,  the  Board's  area 
(some  100  square  -.ailes/  is  not  short  of  i-ra-tero  The  rain  vrhich  is 
soaked  into  the  ground  is  a-lways  trying  to  find  its  v/ay  to  the  sea 
and  a network  of  tunnels  has  been  cut  through  the  chalk  to  trap  the 
v/ater  and  talse  it  to  the  wells,  vhere  it  is  puuiped  to  the  surface. 

Altliough  there  is  no  shortage  of  •'.mter  the  great  problem  is  to 
pipe  it  from  ?fingham  and  other  stations  to  the  tov-ns..  In  the  vd.nter 
the  Board  is  called  upon  to  produce  something  like  five  million 
gallons  of  I'fater  a day,  but  \:ith  the  vast  increase  of  population  in 
the  suriner  this  figure  Jnmos  to  nine  million  gallons." 

The  water  supply  for  the  Broadstairs  and  St,  Peter's  area  is 
mainly  from  the  Fleete  Reservoir,  viiioh  is  fed  from  the  Wingham  Wells, 
and  is  supplem.ented  by  water  dravai  from  the  Ruimfield's  Well  in 
roadstairs.

Strict  checks  are  "aade  to  ensure  that  the  water  is  bacteriolcgic-- 
ally  pure,  and  to  this  end  a small  amount  of  chlorine  is  added.

House  refuse  is  collected  once  a week  from  all  private  residences, 
and  during  the  summer  months  a tvdc e-weekly  collection  •was  again  made 
from  hotels  and  boarding  houses.  Trade  and  garden  refuse,  excluding 
builder’s  rubbish  was  collected  on  request  on  a rechargeable  basis. 

The  refuse  collection  vehicles  consist  of  two  rear  loading  diesel 
units  -with  salvage  trailer,  working  full  tine,  and  one  side  loading 
unit  working  part  time.  ...  • • “ 

All  refuse  is  handled  at  thp  Refuse* Disposal  Works  in  Deme  Valley 
Road.  Dust  and  cinders*  are  re-.ioved  bj''  screening,  ferrous  materials 
are  removed  by  a magnetic  separation  unit,  other  salvageable  materials 
are  picked  out  by  hand,  and  the  residue  is  then  incinerated.  Salvaged 
tins  and  paper  are  pressed  and  baled  and,  together  •with  iron,  bones, 
rags  and  other  -materials,  are  sold  to  contractors.  The  approxi:;B.te 
sum  of  21,300  was  realised  in  the  financial  year  1962/63  from  the 
disposal  of  these  salvageable  materials. 

S-wiming  Paths  and  Pools 

Only  one  public  svaixiing  pool  was  in  operation  during  1962.  This 
is  an  open  pool  of  86,000  gallons  capacity^  the  ivater  being  supplied  by  the 
Thanet  IfTater  Board,  Before  entering  the  pool  the  water  is  filtered, 
chlorinated  and  passed  through  an  aeration  fountain. , • The  pool  attendant 
keeps  a daily  check  on  the  level  of  residual  chlorine  by  means  of  a 
Lovibond  Comparator.  Two  samples  of  this  ivater  suhaitted  to  the 
Public  Heal'th  Laboratory  were  reported  as  '’Satisfactory.”

Free  treatment  is  given  at  private  dwelling  houses  (except  in 
cases  of  obvious  neglect)  and  business  premises  are  charged 
according  to  the  extent  of  the  infestation  arn^  the  time  spent  on  it 
This  service  is  widely  knovm  in  the  district  and  full  advantage  is 
taken  of  it  by  householders  and  traders. 

As  appointed  representatives  on  the  Kent  No,  1 Workable  Area 
Committee  for  the  Destruction  of  Rats  and  Mice,  Councillor  S,  E, 
Bing  and  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  attended  a meeting  of

INSPECTION  I-m  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  has  kindly  given  me  the 
following  particulars  in  relation  to  the  inspection  and  super- 
vision of  food  in  the  Urban  District  during  1962;- 


iiilk 


All  milk  sold  in  the  Urban  District  bears  one  or  other  of  the 
Special  Designations  laid  down  by  regulation^  i.e.,  Pasteurised, 
Tuberculin  Tested  and  Sterilised,  as  well  as  the  special  quality 
milk  Imown  as  Channel  Island.  As  an  additional  safeguard,  all  the 
milk  sold  has  been  heat  treated. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  31  registered  distributors  in 
Droadstairs,  mostly  retail  shopkeepers. 

In  an  attempt  to  minimise  msuse  of  bottles  and  subsequent 
proceedings  for  c ontarainati on  of  milk,  all  the  dairymen  in  the  area 
have  centralised  their  retail  sales,  and  changed  over  to  non-return- 
able vraixed  cardboard  containers.  The  use  of  glass  bottles  is  now 
confined  to  house  deliveries. 

As  the  follovdng  table  shoivs,  all  grades  of  milk  are  sampled 
regularly  and  from  various  points  in  the  chain  of  distribution,  from 
roimdsmen,  schools,  shops  and  institutions.  These  samples  are 
subjected  to  testing  by  (a)  the  Methylene  Blue  Test,  Tdiich  gives  an 
indication  of  the  cleanliness  and  keeping  quality  of  the  milk,  (b) 
the  Phosphatase  Test,  idaich  indicates  viiether  or  not  the  milk  has  been 
properly  heat  treated  and,  (c)  in  the  case  of  Sterilised  milk,  to  the 
Turbidity  Test,  again  to  show  that  the  rd.lk  has  been  properly 
sterilised. 

Chemical  .malysis  of  Milk  Samples; 

Forty-four  (44)  samples  of  r.]ilk  were  sent  to  the  County  ^'malyst 
for  che.'*iical  examination,  and  all  these  gave  satisfactory  results.

During  the  period  under  review  513  visits  vrere  r*iade  by  the 
Public  Health  Inspectors  to  food  preparing  premises,  including  32 
cafes  and  restaurants.  In  some  cases  verbal  intiv.iation  was  all  that 
was  required  to  draw  atbention  to  infringements  I'Vhich  oust  cease  or 
improvements  vhich  must  be  effected. 

In  seaside  holiday  resorts  such  as  Broadstairs  there  must  of 
necessity  be  a continual  repetition  of  publicity  on  '’Clean  Food” 
matters,  as  hotels,  boarding  houses,  cafes  and  food  shops  have  many 
changes  in  personnel  ovdng  to  seasonal  demands.

The  follomng  natters  regarding  extraneous  articles  found  in  food 

vrere  dealt  with  during  the  year;- 

1.  Stone  in  Fruit  Bun;-"  A small  stone  was  found  embedded  in  a 

sultana  in  a fruit  bun.  The  process  of 
cleansing  small  fruit  was  inspected  at  the  bakery,  and  appeared 
satisfactory  for  the  normal  loose  debris  found  in  the  packs  of 
imported  fruit.  Unfortunately,  the  cleaning  machine,  a modern 
one,  vj-as  not  capable  of  removing  objects  firmly  embedded  in 
fruit,  although  such  cases  are  rare.  No  formal  action  was  taken 
in  this  case. 

2.  Hard  in  Loa^  of  Bread ; The  object  complained  of  v/as 

found  to  be  a piece  of  dehydrated 
dough,  and  quite  harmless.  The  bakery  concerned  vras  requested 
to  reviev/  its  bread  production  line  to  prevent,  as  far  as  was 
reasonably  practicable  any  recurrence  of  such  natters. 

3.  Dirty  !Iilk  Bottle A deposit  of  visible  dirt  was  found  in  the 

bottom  of  a milk  bottle  after  xho  roilk  had 
been  poured  out.  The  matter  was  reported  to  the  Public  Health 
Coimnittee  and  a v/arning  letter  wa.?  sent  by  the  Clerk  of  the 
Council  to  the  dairy  concerned. 

4.  Insects  in  a Packet  of  Cake  Ilix;-  Tliese  insects  were  found  by  a 

“ customer  under  the  inner  folds 
inside  the  cardboard  container  of  a packet  of  cake  mix.  Saaple 
tests  on  further  packets  of  the  mix  on  display  in  the  shop  were 
also  found  to  be  infested.  Laboratory  tests  showed  the  insects, 
which  were  minute,  to  bo  Psocids  or  ''’Book  Lice.”  The  makers 
confirmed  from  their  code  marks  on  the  packet  that  the  product 
had  been  packed  and  despatched  over  2 years  previously,  and 
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ob'Tiously  resulted  from  bad  stock  rotation  by  the  retailer. 
Further  investigation  at  the  shop  elicited  the  fact  that 
this  stock  had  been  stored  in  a cupboard  in  the  shopkeeper’s 
house  opposite.  The  regaining  stock  ms  voluntarily  destroy- 
ed and  the  cupboard  thoroughly  cleansed  and  fumigated.

Particulars  of  Notifications 

Scarlet  Fever; 

During  1962  three  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  reported,  all  during 
the  first  quarter  and  all  nieiiibers  of  different  families.  These  cases 
were  children  hetween  the  ages  of  6 and  8 years.  I case  was  adiaitted 
to  hospital, 

IfVhooping  Cough: 

Only  one  case  of  vi/hooping  Cough  was  notified  during  the  year, 
occurring  during  the  second  quarter. 

Measles ; 

Five  cases  of  measles  vrere  notified  during  the  year,  t^Yo  during  the 
second  quarter  and  three  during  the  third. 


PysentGry  (Sonne ; ) 
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Six  cases  of  Dysoniery  viero  notified  during  tho  socond  quarter  of 
the  year,  all  being  children  between  the  agoes  of  1 - 7 years  from 
a children's  homo.  2 of  these  cases  wore  admitted  to  hospital. 

Pneumonia : 


Throe  patients  were  notified  as  suffering  from  pneuiuonia  during 
tho  year.  Two  were  aged  75  and  50  years  respectivoly  and  one,  a 
child  of  10,  I'vho  died. 

Food  Poisorxing  (Suspected;)

The 
bacteriological  examination  of  specimens  failed  to  confirm  either 
diagnosis.

Only  one  case  was  notified,  the  patient  being  a nan  of  53  years, 
TUBERCULOSIS ; 

There  were  two  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  one  case  of  non- 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  notified  during  the  year,  'The  following  table 
shows  the  changes  occurring  in  the  register  during  the  year.

Non-notifiable  Diseases  - Cancer 


In  recent  years  rauch  prominence  has  been  given  nationally  to  the 
subject  of  cancer  generally,  but  chiefly  in  relation  to  smoking  and. 
lung  cancer.  Publicity  material  discouraging  smoking  was  displayed 
at  suitable  sites  throughout  the  Urban  District  during  1962. 

Early  diagnosis  is  based  largely  on  chest  radiography.  Miniature 
radiography  is  of  considerable  value  in  sorting  out  suspicious  cases 
as  vrell  as  revealing  numbers  of  unsuspected  cases. 

The  number  of  deaths  in  this  area  from  cancer  of  the  lung  end 
bronchus  vreis  9 males  and  5 females.  This  shows  an  increase  of  2 in 
the  number  of  female  deaths  compared  with  1961, 

There  was  a decrease  of  one  in  the  number  of  persons  vho  died  from 
cancer  of  other  parts  of  the  body  compared  with  1961, 
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Disinfection 


The  disinfection  of  bodding  and  clothing  is  done  by  the 
Bacterol  process  of  vapourisation,  and  is  carried  out  at  the 
Council's  Disinfecting  Station,  Infected  bedding  and  cloth- 
ing is  removed  in  a special  van  before  disinfection  of  premises 
is  carried  out. 

During  the  year  33  articles  of  bedding  and  clothing,  and  28 
books  -were  disinfected.  In  addition,  54:  articles  of  bedding  were 
collected  and  destroyed  at  the  request  of  the  ovmers.
